ATLANTA  (BP)  -  Calling  Hispanic 
cfanrch  invoKnaient  ‘critical’  for  long¬ 
term  sustainability  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists'  efforts  to  reach  the  nation  and  the 
world  with  the  Gospel,  SBC  Executive 
Committee  President  Frank.
